WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Con- 
gress is determined to enact a bonus 
pill. The situation is truly alarming, 
for no comprehensive plan has yet 
heen offered by anybody whereby the 
fynds can be raised without adding 
‘o the cost of living and the already 
numerous burdens under’ which 
American business is struggling. 

Senator McCumber, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, favors a 
sales tax for the first year and ex- 
pects the bonus to be financed dur- 
ing the second year out of the pro- 
ceeds of nayments cof interest by the 
allies on the war debts. Chairman 
Fordney of the House Ways and 
Means Committee has more or less 
the same idea. 

The truth of the matter is nobody 
believes any money will be forth- 
coming from the allies during the 
second year and members of Con- 
gress know perfectly well that by 
law any proceeds from the allies 
must go toward paying the principal 
and interest on Liberty bonds. 

But the gossip is that, if the Amer- 
lean people are told that a sales tax 
is to be enacted for only one year, 
the tiew burden will be easier to im- 


* pose. Then, when the sales tax is 


working and the people have gotten 
accustomed to the sales tax and it 
becomes evident that no money can 
be expected from the allies, a simple 
resolution extending the sales tax in- 
definitely would be adopted. 

. The sales tax would be imposed on 
about 24 articles, including clothing, 
foodstuffs and manufactured prod- 
ucts. It will be paid at the source by 
the manufacturer or producer and 
the consumer will fee] it in increased 
prices for the necessaries of life. 
Thus the soldier who gets the bonus 
will be able to buy much less for his 
money than he can now without the 
bonus. 

This Is a Political Year. 

But this is a political year and 
Congressmen think the soldiers want 
the cash irrespective of whether it 
is good or bad economics. Repre- 
sentative Frear of Wisconsin, a Re- 
publican Ways and Means Commit- 
tee member, however, has spoken 
boldly what many Republicans 
themselves know, namely, that a 
sales tax may sweep the entire Re- 
publican party out of power in the 
next congressional elections. The 
wiser ones are already scared, for 
they have heard of the discontent of 
the country that Congress don’t re- 
duce existing taxes sufficiently, and 
now, to put on more taxes to furnish 
money for a soldier bonus would be 
to build even higher the funeral 
pyre. 

Senator McCuraber answers most 
of the criticism by saying the estl- 
mates as to what the bonus would 
cost @re grossly exaggerated and that 
it wouldn't cost the country more 
than $360,000,000 to $400,000,000 
the first year. Secretary Mellon, 
however, has done a lot of close fig- 
uring and has made enough inquiries 
as to the psychology of the returned 
soldier to know that out of the va- 
rious forms of soldier aid from 
srants of land, vocational training, 
paid-up insurance, certificates paya- 
ble at death and cash bonuses of $50 
“Very three months, the average sol. 
dier will take the cash. 

It is argued, of course, that, if ev- 
trybody took cash, the total Govern- 
ment expense would be less than un- 
der any other plan, for the whole 
thing would be over with sooner 
and the big administrative expenses 
In vocational training and land aid 
Would be reduced to a minimum.

F ORTY-NINE Senators, a 


bare working majority, 

fought their way through 
snow drifts to the Capitol today. 
Some of them found the going so 
difficult that they were late in 
arriving, but after an hour's de- 
lay consideration of the allied 
debt refunding bill was re- 
sumed. Senator Simmons of 
North Carolina, leader in the 
Democratic fight on the bill, 
was snowbound in his suburban 
home, and reported a drift 15 
feet deep. ; 

Senator Curtis of Kansas, the 
Republican whip, had to plunge 
several blocks through the snow 
before he could reach means of 
transportation and many other 
Senators had a similar experi- 
ence. 

With the storm showing no 
sign of abatement at 1 p. m., the 
Senate reached an agreement to 
limit debate on the bill begin- 
ning at 3 p. m., Monday, and re- 
cessed until 11 a. m. that day. 
The Senators feared they might 
become marooned in the Capitol 
if they remained longer. 

When the House convened 
‘there was scarcely more than 50 
of the more than 400 members 
present. 


FIRST BLUE CATERPILLAR 
KNOWN TO BIOLOGY DISCOVERED 


Variety Known as “Sport” Result of 
Digestive System Absorbing Only 
Blue in Chlorophyll of Plants. 
Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 
of the first blue caterpillar known 
to biology has been reported to the 
American Association for Advance- 
ment.of Science by Dr. .tohn. H. 
Gerould, professor of Zoology at 
Dartmouth College. The scientist 
was breeding butterflies in his lab- 
oratoryin Hanover, N. H., when one 
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dinarily, caterpillars, feeding on 
plants, are green. 

The next day more blue visitors 
appeared. Dr. Gerould found they 
bred true and he decided that they 
were what is kftown to biologists as 
a “sport”; in this case, the “sport” 
was caused by a mutation in the 
digestive system which resulted in 
cells absorbing only the blue in the 
+chlorophyll of the plants, 

A later experiment caused the 
zoologist to conclude that blue cat- 
erpillars existed all the time, but 
that they had been eaten so prompt- 
ly by sparrows that their presence 
had never become known. 

This experiment consisted tn plac- 
ing outdoors clover plants bearing a 
known number of blue and green 
caterpillars. Soon the blue, plainly 
visible on the green leaves, had been 
eaten by the birds, and the green, 
with their protective coloring, re- 
mained.

The blanket of snow early today 
was heaviest jin the District of Co- 
lumbia, with the fall recorded at 10 
o'clock at an even two'feet. At that 
time it was still snowing and the 
Weather Bureau prediction was for 
a continuation of the fall through 
the day and into the night. The tem- 
perature at Washington City this 
morning was 26 above gero and at 
Philgdeiphia 28. 

Falls Throughout Night. 

Starting shortly before dusk yes- 
terday evening the snow fell 
throughout the night and by mid- 
night railroads and trolley lines be- 
san to surrender. From midnight 
until 9. o'clock this morning no 
trains left the capital and only 
three trains, two from New York 
and one from the West, had arrived. 
Gathering the generally Mftle-used 
snow-fighting material, ad of- 
ficials shortly after 9 o'clock suc- 
ceeded in getting out two trains over 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and an- 
other over the Baltimore & Ohio for 
the North and hoped to continue in- 
termittent service during the day. 

In the national capital itself street- 
car service was practically suspend- 
ed at daybreak, but gradually servy- 
ice was restored on the trunk lines, 
but thousands of Government em-<- 
ployes were forced to struggle 
through almost knee-deep snow to

The A’nti-Prohibitionist. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N the editorial columns of the St. Louls 


Post-Dispatch of Jan. 18, 1922, I find 


the following: 

Discussing our two United States 
Benators from Missouri, Mr. Wheeler 
condemned Reed and lauded Spen- 
cer. He insisted that Missouri need- 
ed a better Senator than Reed and 
implied that Spencer was just the 
kind of Senator Missouri should 
have. 


Those who were present on that occa- 
gion will reca]] that I said that the senior 
Senator from Missouri had not only been 
against the prohibition legislation which 
I had been discussing, but was also 
against the enforcement legislation to 
make the Eighteenth Amendment ef- 
fective; that practically all of the Con- 
greasmen outside of St. Louis, as well as 
the funior United States Senator, had 
voted right on this question. 

The Anti-Saloon League has for the 
last 28 years given to the people the pub- 
lic records of public officials on tem- 
perance and prohibition legislation and 
their enforcement. No Senator or other 
public official or his friends ought to 
become irritated because the record of 
the votes on this question is given to the 
people. If that record is in accord with 
the majority sentiment of the people in 
the State, the official in question will be 
helped by it rather than hurt. If it isa 
record in the interest of some corrupt 
and lawless traffic like the liquor traf- 
fic, it may and probably will injure the 
chances of that public official being re- 
nominated and re-elected. Whichever 
way it turns, there should be.no criti- 
eism for letting the people know how 
these servants of theirs vote on questions 
of great public concern. This applies not 
only to the liquor question but to all 
other questions. 

If the Post-Dispatch finds flaws in the 

records of any public official it is their 
privilege to give wide publicity to them, 
It seems strange, however, that those 
who become disturbed over a little pub- 
licity concerning a wet Senator’s wet rec- 
ord when given out by prohibition or- 
ganizations, never expressed that same 
irritation when the brewers and liquor 
dealers dominated the politics of the na- 
tlon, bulldozed and boycotted business 
and political leaders, corrupted political 
organizations and defied those who were 
fighting for clean government. If you will 
read the findings of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate, 7000 
pages of sworn testimony concerning 
the corrupt practices of the liquor traf- 
fic, you will find these vicious results of 
brewery domination: 

1. They boycotted business men and 
other people by a national boycott direct- 
ed against those who had expressed senti- 
ment against their trade. 


2. They stole money from the Govern- 
ment in false tax returns and used it to 
corrupt the politics of both state and 
nation. 

8. They subsidized certain newspapers 
with beer contracts and bought papers in 
secret to advocate their beer and wine 
propaganda. 

4. They subsidized individuals and 
paid them by the year to work in secret, 
advocating personal liberty, beer and 
wine, etc. and wherever possible had 
thely articles put into magazines and 
newspapers under cover. 

These and other indefensible activi-

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American tourist who has recently been 
to Constantinople, which he calls ‘Nobody's 
City,” talks about signs: “But it is in the 
street signs that one notices first that Constan- 
tinople nobody's city—or everybody's city, 
as you please.

One might be led to 
believe that the Muscovite dream of hundreds
